Washington, D. C., Sept. &—Great 
Britain is making use of ita censorship 
of the American mails te boost the busi- 
nese of its subjects to the detriment of 
the business interests of the United 
States. 

This state of affaira is revealed in 
admissions made by David Lioyd- 
George, the war secretary, before par- 
liament, just received in full in this 
country. 

Lloyd-George’a statement arose, not 
in connection with enemy trade or im- 
ports to neutral countries, but entirely 
in regard to an attempt to build up « 
protective tariff wall for a new British 
ndustry against competition by importa- 
tions from a neutral country. 

“It is the practice to communicate to 
oder departments concerned any infor- 
mation on matters of public interest 
which may be obtained through the cen- 
SOro.up ler such use to be made of it 
as the particular department may con- 
cider advisable,” Lioyd-George said,

Forced to Give Ground Near the 
Somme River and to North- 
east of Verdun, 


AMSTERDAM, via London, 
Sept. 9, 5 a. m.—According to 
Berlin dispatches, Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg, the new Ger- 
man chief of staff, has arrived 
for the first time on the western 
battlefront and will inspect all 
the principal positions on the 
western lines in company with 
Crown Prince Frederick William. 


BERLIN, Sept. 8—The Germans have 
lost trench sections to the French in 
fighting south of the Somme, west of 
Berny and also northeast of Souville, on 


the Verdun front, it was officially ad- 


mitted this afternoon. The German of- 
cial statement says: 

North of the River Somme consider- 
able artillery activity continues. 

South of the river infantry fighting 
again started in the afternoon. The 
enemy was repulsed with great losses. 
West of Berny some portions of 
trenches remain in the hands of the 
enemy. 

On the right bank of the Meuse (Ver- 
dun sector) it only now becomes known 
that we lost ground in the fighting 
northeast of Fort Souville on the day 
before yesterday. A heavy recipro- 
cal artillery fire continues. 


Raid on German Lines. 
LONDON, Sept. 8.—British 
southwest of Lille last night raided the 
German trenches southeast of Guinchy 
and near Richebourg L’Avoue, inflicting 
severe losses on their occupants, says 
the British official statement, issued 
this afternoon. 

Describing the effects of the British 
bombardment of the German positions 
at Guillemont, the correspondent of Reu- 
ter’s Telegram company at British head- 
quarters in France, says: 

“The ground east of the village was 
strewn with German dead. The corpses 
in many cases were naked, every stitch 
of clothing having been blasted off them. 
A large proportion of these bodies 
showed no signs of wounds and there 
is little doubt that the men were killed 
by the intense concussion. Even in the 
dugouts, with which the place was war- 
rened, few men escaped the bombard- 
ment and those who did said their nerves 
were destroyed by the terrific poundings 
of the British guns.“ 


New Gains for French. 
PARIS, Sept. -The French troops 
have made further progress in the village 
| of Vermandovillers, south of the Somme, 
according to the French official communi- 
cation issued this evening. The communi- 
cation says: 

South of the Somme isolated engage- 
ments enabled us to advance in the 
village of Vermandovillers, where we 
captured about fifty prisoners. 

On the right bank of the Meuse the 
Germans launched several attacks 
against the positions we captured in 
the Vaux-Chapitre and Chenois region. 
The enemy, who had succeeded in set- 
ting his foot in one of the trenches, 
was soon ejected by a brisk counter at- 
tack in the course of which we took 
100 prisoners and many machine guns. 

Southeast of Thiaumont we ad- 
vanced with the aid of a grenade at- 
tack. In the Thiaumont sector and 
on the Fort de Vaux road there was a 
violent cannonede. In the Forest de 
Parry an enemy attack on one of our 
works was repulsed. Elsewhere on

Political Questions Altered. 
Life in the United States was a com- 
paratively simple matter at the time of 
the civil war.

“The pressure of low wages, the 
agony of .obscure and unremunerated 
toil did not exist in America in anything 
like the same proportions that they 
exist now. And as our life has unfold- 
ed and accumulated, as the contacts of 
it have become hot, as the populations 
have assembled in the cities and the 
cool spaces of the country have been 
supplemented by the feverish urban 
areas, the whole nature of our political 
questions have been altered. 
“They have ceased to be legal ques- 
tions.

And this has been most characteristic 
of American life in the last few decades, 
and as these questions have assumed 
greater and greater prominence the 
movement which this association rep- 
resents has gathered cumulative force.

I searched 
the Index Medicus for two years for 
reports o“ deaths from snake bite in the 
Untted States. I found one case reported.

Big Outlay in Sight.

The reckless extravagance carried on 
with a disregard of consequences which 
is simply appalling, has characterized the 
course of the majority party during the 
session of congress just closed. More- 
over, there has been an utter failure to 
recognize the needs of the country when 
we come to face the crisie which will be 
brought on before the close of the wai in 


Europe.” '

It is known that many officials believe 
the fisheries treaty between the two gov- 
ernments would prevent any retaliatory 
measures that would disturb the status 
quo on the Atlantic. At the same time 
Secretary Lansing opposed the Chamber- 
lain amendment and this opposition by 
the state department was held today to 
be responsible for its defeat. 

Lansing Flouts Lobby Charge. 
Secretary of State Lansing today dis- 

sented from the view expressed during 
the congressional debate that any 
charge of “ lobbying "’ could lie against 
the activities of Sir Joseph Pope and 
the Canadian minister of fisheries, who 
came to Washington to prevent the 
threatened fisheries reprisals. a 
There was nothing improper, Mr. Lan- 
sing held, in any efforts a cabinet min- 
ister of one country should make, 
through diplomatic channels, to prevent 
the passage of inimical legislation.

Women entered the legal arena with 
a vim yesterday to discuss the sug- 
gested appointment of a woman lawyer 
to prosecute Mrs. Barnes. 

Miss Elizabeth L. Hoffman, secretary 
of the Womdn's Bar association, who 
has made a record for defending unfor- 
tunate girls in the Morals court, an- 
nounced she would prepare petitions for 
circulation among women’s organiza- 
tions for signatures toward placing a 
woman in each of the outlying police 
courts, the state's attorney’s office, and 
every public office where a man is.

| NEWS AND GOSSIP OF BOARD OF TRADE 


Because of the serious shortage of cars 
for eastern shipment board of trade offi- 
clals will make a protest to eastern rail- 
road presidents asking that measures be 
taken to relieve the situation. THe inter- 
state commerce commission also will be 
made acquainted with conditions. Be- 
cause of the fact that eastern roads are 
not furnishing empty cars, while western 
roads refuse to allow their cars to g0 
through, the situation has developed to a 
point where some relief must be had or 
the elevators will have to shut down. 
Shippers are unable to make deliveries of 
grain already sold and because the local 
elevators are all filled, grain that has been 
purchased in the country is being held ir 
inbound cars instead of being put into the 
elevators. The shipping business will be 
at a complete standstill and some ele- 
vators are talking of closing down next 
week unless something is done. Western 
roads will be asked for permission to re- 
load their cars east, thereby granting Chi- 
cago the same privilege enjoyed by Min- 
neapolis, Kansas City, and other western 
points. Shipment by lake is not econom- 
ically possible because of the high rail 
This high rate possi- 
bly explains the cause for much of the 
shortage of cars here, as their 10c rate to 
the seaboard is more profitable than the 
14e rate from Chicago, and big Canadian 
shipments are going that way.

of Last Year—Corn Also 
Sharply Reduced. 


Enormous losses in the spring wheat 
crop of the northwest are confirmed 
in the September government crop re- 
port issued yesterday. 
of spring wheat is placed at 156,351,000 
bushels, or 43,000,000 bushels less than 
estimated in the August report and 200,- 
000,000 bushels less than half the crop 
finally estimated in 1915. 


The total crop 


The three leading spring wheat states 


have only 91,000,000 bushels. Minne- 
sota has 29,000,000 bushels, compared 
to a crop last year of 72,000,000 bushels; 
North Dakota, 39,997,000 bushels, com- 
pared to 151,970,000 bushels a year ago, 
and South Dakota, 22,183,000 bushels, 
compared to 61,200,000 bushels in 1915. 
Only in Washington was there a fair 
spring wheat crop, the yield being 
placed at 18,443,000 bushels, compared 
to 19,758,000 bushels in i915. 


Corn Figures Less Bullish. 


The figures given out on corn were |! 
less bullish than expected. The indi- 
cated yield is «,710,000,000 bushels. 
While this is 344,000,000 bushels less 
than the final estimate of a year ago, 
the popular estimate of the crop had 
been around 2,600,000,000 bushels. A 
month ago the Indicated yield was 2,777,- 
000,000 bushels and the final 1915 esti- 
mate 
condition of corn was higher than ex- 
pected at 71.3, compared to 75.3 a month 
ago, the government report not shows 
ing as much deterioration during Au- 
gust as private reports.

Hay Crop Is Large. 


To make up for the smaller yields of 
corn and oats, the hay crop is a large one, 
the average yield being 1.64 tons per acre 
and the total yield 86,200,000 tons, com- 
pared to 1.68 tons per acre last year, anda 
total production of 85,200,000 tons. 

With the winter wheat crop estimated 
at 455,000,000 bu, the total wheat crop 
this year is 611,000,000 bu, or just 400,000,- 
‘000 bu less than the record crop of last 
year. The most rad:cal reports in regard 
to the damage to the spring wheat crop 
have been confirmed. The statement of 
the crop in bushels does not measure 
the entire loss to the crop. The quality 
of the spring wheat crop is the poorest 
ever known, and there will be millions of 
bushels unfit for either milling ar export.
